CLEAN WALLPAPER 
BRIGHTENS. HOUSE 


“Clean wallpaper does much. to 
brighten up.-a: home—and - there 
are two ways to. do: ‘the job, says 
Olevia Meyer, extension. specia- 
list. in ‘the. Michigan’ State. Colleg 
school of home. economics, 

One is the use of a commercial 
‘dough type cleaner which may be 
used on washable or non-wash- 
able wallpaper. The other méthod 
is washing of washable wallpaper. 
' If you plan to use. the dough 
type cleaner, Miss Meyer suggests 
you work a ball of cleaner until 
it is the temperature of the hands 
before using. Touch paper lightly, 
using long, even strokes, moving. 
the hand always in the same dir- 
ection. Be sure the ball of cleaner 
is moving as it touches the paper. 
and as it is lifted-up. 

Keep the soiled cleaner. worked 
into the center of the..ball and 
replace with a fresh. ball “when 
empletely soiled. Be sure to over- 
lap ‘strokes to. prevent. streaking 
and do not stroke against the edge 
of a seam, 

If you have. washable . paper, 
the home economist suggests that 
you try the method first on some 
spot where the : paper is hidden. 
The paper should first be cleaned 
with a commercial: dough cleaner 
before. washing, Use a:rich thick 
suds of mild soap in lukewarm 
water... - 

Apply the suds freely with a 
cellulose sponge.’ Rinse . with a 
second sponge wrung out of clean 
lukewarm. water. When washing 
wallpaper, begin work at the bot- 
tom of-the wall and work upward. 
Be careful not to. stroke: against | | 
the séams of the paper, which may: 
roughen. and sometimes. tear. ‘ 

- Grease spots can be -removed 
from papered walls by. making.a 
paste of whiting. or cornstarch 
ang corbon. tetrachloride. Spread’ 
the paste over the grease: spot 
allow to dry, then brush off.:
